DISTRESSING DETAILS OF 
THE CHINESE 
FAMINE EM­ 
PHASIZES REI) ( ROSS ROLL CALL. 


The fourth Red Cross Roll Call is now being held, and will 
continue until the 25th of this month. 
Just at the time of this roll call comes most distressing news 
from China to make clear the need of maintaining the Red Cross 
and its organization in ail its efficiency. In the northern part 
of China, in the provinces of Chihli, Honan, Shantung and Shansi 
there is a dreadful drought, the extent of which is hard to over- 
rtate. The region is one drained by the Yellow river, which at 
times has overflowed its banks, and has thus been destructive. 
But this year the famine is brought about by a lack of water. 
There has not been more than three inches of rain in that region 
in twelve months. 
The meager harvest of last year has been 
followed by an almost complete failure of the spring and autumn 
crops for this year. The famine will affect at least 20,000,000 
of people. Whole districts of people are living on weeds, leaves 
of trees and bran.' Complete demoralization prevails. There are 
authenticated cases of families who have committed suicide all 
together. 
The crops do not average for the entire year more than 8 
per cent of the normal. The chairman of the Pekin Chapter of 
the American Red Cross says that many trainloads of famine 
refugees have been turned back from Manchuria and are facing 
slow starvation in Tientsin. 
China has been in a condition of 
threatening unrest. This famine is not likely to allay matters. 
The last great famine in China was that of Kaingpeh, in 
1906. It covered an area of 40,000 square miles and involved 
some 10,000,000 people; but this one, so far as it can be calculat­ 
ed, exceeds in its extent 100,000 square miles, affecting possibly 
25,000,000 people. 
An earlier Chinese famine of 1878 resulted 
in the death of between 9,000,000 and 11,000,000 people. 
The government of China has asked the European powers to 
consent to an increase in the import duties in order that a fund 
may be created to meet the necessities. The people of the various 
cities of China are raising private funds, and a tax is proposed 
by the government upon the salaries of its officials. 
The United States minister has telegraphed the State De 
partment confirming these alarming reports
